In accepting the leadership of the

It is 
stated upon authority that the dis- 
p nsary feature will provide for the 
sale or disposition of liquors only by 
authorized agents of the $ ate, and 
that no such sale will be permitted in 
conjunction with any other business. 
It was proposed that druggists be 
permitted to sell liquors under the 
state’s direction, but this feature of the 
bill, it is stated, would not be ac­ 
cepted in the house. The dispensary 
plan may be subjected to a state ref­ 
erendum. The enforcement provision 
of the measure will not be materially 
changed. In the house today a long 
petition was received from Muskogee 
urging early action upon prohibi­ 
tion legislation, insisting fhat no on. 
is being benefitted by delay but -the 
jointist and the bootlegger.” 
Senator Thomas offered in the sen­ 
ate this morning a concurrent resolu­ 
tion which proposes to 
reduce 
the 
length of the session thirty days by 
bm ing the legislature adjourn at the 
end of 130 days, and

Today was the sixty-third day of the

Guthrie, Feb. 17.—Sentiment against 
legislation looking to the establish­ 
ment of a state printing plant; for 
liberal libel laws and a better com­ 
pensation for legal publications was 
developed at the special meeting of 
the Oklahoma State Press Association 
which has on its rolls .400 members, 
regardless of political party affilia­ 
tion. 
The meeting was called to order at 
10:30 o’clock in the Ione auditorium. 
President George H. Evans, of Chick­ 
asha, was absent owing to sickness 
and P. P. Duffy, of El Reno. was call­ 
ed on to preside, Secretary E. D. Bron­ 
son, of Thomas, took the minutes. The 
association at once entered up a dis­ 
cussion of matters of special import 
to the craft—such as libel laws, state 
printing institution, etc. 
A commit­ 
tee was appointed on resolutions as 
follows: Otis Weaver, Frank G. Trouty 
U. S. Russell, A. L. Kates and John 
Shepler. 
Thanks were voted the Pioneer Tel­ 
ephone company for providing priv­ 
ileges during the day. 
Discussions were had on matters of 
peculiar interest to the craft. The sen­ 
timent was against the establishment 
of a state printing institution to be 
owned by the state, Barrett, of Shaw­ 
nee, made a plea for better legal rates.

Wedding Reconciles the Vanderbilts 


NEW YORK.—Not the least Interest- 


ing part of the recent union 


of 
Gladys Vanderbilt 
and Count 


taszlo Ssechenyt of Hungary, so 
for as New York society is con- 
cerned, 
was 
the 
belated 
recon- 


ciliation 
which was made known 


when Cornelius Vanderbilt consented 
at the eleventh hour and under much 
pressure to lend formal sanction to the 
alliance by giving away the bride. This 
action restores him to his rightful po- 
sition as head of the Vanderbilt fam- 
«ly, an honor that was taken from him 
*by his -father year^ ago when he mar- 
ried Miss Grace Wilson. The eldest 
sou had stood out strongly against the 
mother and sister and had refused to 
consider the young Hungarian noble- 
man as a suitor for his sister's hand. 
'It was feared that his uncompromising 
Americanism would mar the wedding 
and open the breach stil! wider be- 
tween Cornelius Vanderbilt and his 
family. 


It is known that neither Alfred nor 


Reginald favored the match, but their 
opposition was not so manifest and 
pronounced as that of the eldest son. 
Reginald, the third son, is accredited 
•with having acted as the chief agent 
in bringing about the formal recon- 


ciliation. Mrs. Vanderbilt, despite the 
strongly expressed aversion of her 
late husband to an international al- 
liance, was her daughter's chief ally 
throughout the preliminary arrange- 
ments. 


The question of the size of the coun- 


tess' dot Is still a matter of eager spec- 
ulation. It was currently reported and 
believed that a settlement of $5,000,000 
had been made upon the young Hun- 
garian nobleman. This was emphatic- 
ally denied, however, by the count's 
brothers and by his attorney. They 
maintained that his own income of 
$00,000 a year is all that he requires or 
desires, and that the marriage was 
the result solely of a love match. 


He is said to have inspired confi- 


dence as to his powers to retain what- 
ever he does get by his treatment of 
the servants with whom he has come 
into contact since his arrival in Amer- 
ica.

City Parks Are Worth Over a Billion 


W YORK CITY has one of the 
greatest public park systems in 


the world in extent, and the finest in 
•convenience for the use of the people 
-and natural and artificial beauties. 


Records of the city department of 


parks give interesting figures and gen- 
•eral Information unknown by many of 
the residents of the city. It is esti- 
mated that the public playgrounds, the 
open places that are not only in bodies 
of many acres, but in small plots of 
green that are lungs for the great con- 
gested districts of the metropolis, are 
worth as vacant real estate $1,200,000,- 
O90. This enormous amount in value 
is tied up in land for the health and 
pleasure of more than 4,000,000 of in- 
habitants of the five boroughs and 
friends who may visit them and stran- 
gera who come to the city. 


It Is shown that the original cost of 


these parks, which number 113, was 
•about $66,456,000, and they are worth 


now nearly 20 times as much as at the 
dates of their purchase. Take for Il- 
lustration Union, Madison, Tompkins I 
and Washington squares. They cost 
respectively $116,051 in 1S83, $65,952 
in 1S47, $693,358 in 1834 and $77,970 
in 1827, or $353,331 in all, and now 
real estate experts say that they are 
worth $20,000,000. 


These numerous parks vary in size 


as much as they vary in location, from 
a small fraction of an acre at the 
junction of streets to 1,756 acres In 
Pelham Bay park, the most extensive 
park in the city, and forming a grand 
and magnificent system through the 
Parkway that connects it with Bron: 
park, of 661 acres, wbieh, in its turn, 
is connected on the west by Mosholu 
Parkway with Van Cortlandt park, of 
1,132 acres. 


Manhattan, with its more congested 


population, naturally has the most 
parks, wliich number 48, with mag- 
nificent Central park, containing 84.3 
acres, leading, as It leads the world. 
Brooklyn borough, with 38 parks, 
comes next, with Prospect park of 
516 aores at the head of the list. The 
Bronx has the greatest park acreage, 
with 17 parks; then comes 
Queens 


with seven, followed 
by 
Richmond 


with three.

N indication of the important part 


that the nickels and dimes of the 


public play in the everyday life of this 
metropolis is the leasing of the boot- 
cblacking privileges in the new twin 
McAdoo terminal buildings, on Cort- 
ilandt street, for 12 years at a rental 
aggregating $124,000. This is at the 
aate ot $10,333.331-3 a year. 


To handle the apparently insignin- 


•cact Job of shining the shoes of the 
.permanent and transient population 
of this Immense building a corporation 
•called the Hudson Terminal Bootblack- 
lac Company Has been formed. The 
.•uunes ot the men who are putting up 


the money have not been made pub- 
lic, but they are capitalists who have 
figured In deals involving millions. 


To earn merely the rent the in- 


dustrious polishers of shoes in the 
corridors will have to serve 103,333 
persons a -year. 
Added to this they 


must earn the outlay for wages, brush- 
es, cloths, blacking and other materials 
and tools before the profits begin to 
come in. 


The backers of the syndicate figure, 


however, that they will have no diffl< 
culty in making a big winning on their 
investment. 


The population of the offices in the 


building will be 11,000 persons. How 
many will pass through the corridors 
to and from the trains is a question 
that experience must settle, but, ba- 
sing tbelr figures on the ferry-boat 
travel, the bootblack sromotera figure 
that at least' 2,000,000 shoes will 
under the hands of their polisher* 
Vt» first year.

GIVING FINISH TO TOWELS. 


May Be Scalloped and Worked with 


. Solid Buttonhole Stitch. 


The ends of tfie towels may be scal- 


loped and worked with solid button- 
hole stitehv "There may be- a design in 
eyelet *and French embroidery above 
the scallop on one end and the scal- 
lop with the initials on the other end. 


Letters from four to six inches high 


can be used on the 
towels. 
They 


should be padded. 


First, take short i-unning stitches, 


just Inside the stamped outlines, fill 
the space between the running stitch- 
es with a layer of outline stitches set 
close and even; into this.layer of out- 
line stitches work another layer, tak- 
ing the stitches of the second layer 
Into the stitches of the first layer and 
not into the material. Work a third 
layer into the stitches of the second 
layer in the same manner. 


Work across 
this padding close 


satin stitch, setting the needle for the 
satin stitch on the stamped outlines 
of the letter; these outlines should 
never be covered with the padding 
stitches.

Dried and Run Through Meat Chopper

Take the bread crusts and place in a 


pan in the oven, dry them thoroughly 
and run through the meat chopper. 
After they are finely ground sieve as 
you would ordinary meal and put into 
jars for future use. 


What a neat shelf a woman can have

KEEP THE FLOOR POLISHED. 


Simple Method That Takes Place of 


Continual Work. 


Hard wood floors are beginning to 


look a little the worse for the -win- 
ter's wear. It's always a problem tc 
keep them looking well without a con- 
tinual polishing performance, summei 
or winter. 
A treatment which has 


stood the test of experience is this: 


First wash the floor well and let It 


dry. 
Then go over It with a cloth 


dipped from time to time in kerosene 
oil, which both cleanses and pene- 
trates the floor so that less of the 
boiled oil Is reauired. The boiled oil 
finish should then be prepared. To make 
this, take two quarts of boiled linseed 
oil, put beeswax the size ot half an 
egg and boll together until melted and 
thoroughly mixed. 
Care should be 


taken in doing this, as both materials 
are Inflammable. While the oil Is still 
warm apply with a wide paint brush. 


It is much easier than keeping up 0 


wax polish. 


Raisin and Coffee Bread. 


Add to one cup scalded milk one- 


third cupful shortening, a cupful sugar 
and a half teaspoonful salt. 
Cool to 


lukewarm, then beat in a yeast cake 
dissolved in a quarter cup lukewarm 
milk and enough sifted flour to make 
a stiff batter.' Cover and place where 
it will keep warm over night. In the 
morning blend a beaten egg with the 
dough, add one-half cuptul seeded rals- 
ins and roll out the mixture in a sheet 
three-quarters of an inch in thickness 
Put in a buttered dripping pan or a 
deep pie plate, having in its center a 
muffin ring or piece of stiff 
paper 


pinned together to make a ring. Covex 
and let rise until it doubles Its orig- 
inal bulk. Brush with melted butter, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar and cin- 
namon and bake in a moderate oven 
about half an hour.

loads of pouches from the St. Louis 
depository to Gotham.

depositories are

upon; 
for 


great, big, hungry New York must be 
kept supplied or the postal business 
of the country will go to smash. In 
the course ot a year more than 8,000,- 
000 domestic mail bags are received 
at and shipped from New York. As 
there are tewer than 2,000,000 in ac- 
tual use, you may imagine that they 
are kept busily moving in order to 
meet the requirements of the service. 


There are 28 different kinds of mail 


bags in use, and they range in cost 
from 22 cents to $2.156 each. The or- 
dinary cotton and leather bags, with 
ordinary uae, will last ten years, but 
the "catcher pouch" that is thrown on 
and off fast flying mail cars goes to 
pieces within 18 months. There are 


mall pouches for almost every con- 
ceivable use, but the oddest one made 
is probably the "bee bag,"•which waa 
built for the International transport 
of honey bees. 


"Before we adopted the bee bag the 


bees shipped from abroad or to for- 
eign countries from the United States 
generally arrived dead," said Thomas 
P. Graham, chief ot the bureau 
ot 


equipment; "but since its adoption 
there has not been a complaint.

It would be impossible to estimate, 


the distance traveled by a United 
States mail bag in the course of the. 
ten or twelve years of its life. A mall 
bag may make 20 round trips between- 
New York and Washington, and then/ 
ailed with mall for our soldiers, may 
be dispatched direct to the Philip- 
pines. There it may spend years in 
the interlsland service before It is 
shunted back across the Pacific with 
letters or papers for San Francisco. 


Again, a bag may travel for years, 


making Indiscriminate round trips be-, 
tween New York and Boston, New, 
York and Chicago, or between other1, 
big cities to which mall is pouched di- 
rect, and then it may be filled with 
papers for dispatch to some distant 
Alaskan post office, to reach which it 
may be carried for miles on a dog;

fireproof boat storage building, a. big 
$250,000 brick structure that forms the

bridge, is probably the largest number 
of small boats—so called, for some.of 
them are not very small—ever seen In 
the vicinity. 


The beauty and fine lines of the 


navy's small boats can be appreciated 
by a view ol the lot. All are built to 
the most minute specifications, and 
represent the best attainable stock 
and the highest boat building skill. 


Almost 200 boats, representing 
a 


total expenditure of more than $100,- 
000 in labor and material, are on the 
great 
storage floors, arranged 
sys- 


tematically In regular lots and rows 
of streets, or piled In tiers three and 
four high. 


There are all kinds ot launches, 


both steam and electric, from 
the 


smaller, natty, speedy and more mag* 
niflcently finished ones for admirals 
and commanding officers to the great 
40-feet-long service launches of 
tre- 


mendous power, especially adapted 
for towing the ships' sailing launches 
and cutters for landing men, and the 
rapid-fire field artillery and (bore guns 
carried on every ship. 


There are plain, cheap, tiny little 


dinghies for use in working around 
the sides of a ship, and side by side 
with them are a couple of the magnifi- 
cent 12-oared mahogany rowing barges 
of rear admirals. 


This Is the barge of the highest 


state, used practically" only tor the 
most ceremonial occasions, and for of- 
ficial visits In foreign parts. The hand- 
some carv*»d eagles, U S seals, and 
stars on the stretchers of these craft 
are works of art, and represent a con- 
siderable outlay in themselves. 


There are here also massive', heavy, 


sturdy 40-foot-long sailing 
launches, 


that can conveniently land 100 men 
and a couple of small cannon. They 
are equipped with, gun circles and 
standards for using their guns in boat 
attacks. The great rowing barges are 
of the same size and almost the same 
type, and of equal capacity. 


These also are rigged for sails, It 


sail propulsion is desired, but like the 
sailing launches are generally towed 
by steam launches in ordinary landing 
work nowadays. Both are fitted with 
towing: bitts and gear. 


But the worth of the boats as sailing 


launches have again and again been. 
demonstrated in the navy, and rec- 
ords of more than 2,000 miles in one 
enforced voyage for succor have been 
made. 


It was In such a type of boat that 


men from the famed Kearsarge made 
a 1,500-mile journey after her wreck 
in the Caribbean. 


Each of these boats, while variously 


designated sailing launches and row- 
ing barges, are equipped for ten and 
twelve oars on either side, and with 
each oar double banked, as they in- 
variably are, they 
can 
be 
driven 


through the water with tremendous 
speed by the muscular strength of the 
40 or 48 men who can bend on 
the 


oars. 


There are In the collection gigs and. 


cutters, whaleboats and whaleboat ' 
gigs, and every other service type of 
boat. In addition there are a half- - 
dozen of the trim regulation 12-oared< 9 
racing cutters of the navy. In these 
days every ship has a special regula- 
tion racing cutter tor the encourage- 
ment of boat efficiency among the men. 


The boat-building shop, in an adja-

There are plain, cheap, tiny little 


dinghies for use in working around 
the sides of a ship, and side by side 
with them are a couple of the magnifi- 
cent 12-oared mahogany rowing barges 
of rear admirals. 


This la the 
barge of the highest 


state, used practically" only for the 
most ceremonial occasions, and for of- 
ficial visits in foreign parts.
